Mr. Reese began his second 
year as principal with insights 
gained from his previous years as 
assistant principal, teacher, and 
coach. With the support of Mr. Ford 
and Mrs. Williams, he smoothed out 
the complications of the first weeks 
of school to launch East High’s 
eleventh year. 

The term continued with Mr. 
Reese regularly repairing the
